The Life and Career of a Famous 
AmoKoan Patriot- 

TIIE.ltlAN OF THE PEOPLE. 

His Appsaranoe as an Orator in 
the Virginia House of 
Burgesses. 

1 From John Eaten Cooke's Stories ol the Old 
Dominion.] 



I ought not to leave the subject of 
the life of Patrick Henry without 
saying a tew words of what was 
looked upon as the greatest of all Ills 
speeches. This was msde at St. 
John's Church, in the city of Rich- 
inond. and rang like the blast of a 
trumpet through nil the colonies, 
summoning them to resistance. 

It was now the spring of 1775, and 
ihe whole country was drifting to- 
ward revolution. What Patrick 
Henry had said against tho Stamp 
Act proved like seed sown In the 
ground. It hy there for ten years, 
but at last It began to sprout, and 
now, In the year 1775, it npponre.l 
above the ground. England seemed 
determined to mnkethe colonics sub- 
mit to her. Soldiers were sent to 
Boston, and as Virginia took part 
with Massachusetts, Ihe Governor 
drove the Burgesses away from Wil- 
liamsburg. To this they paid no at- 
tention, however. As they could not 
meet there, they determined to as- 
semble in Richmond. A convention 
•f t he Virginia leaders was accord- 
ingly elected ; and in March 1775. 
they met to consult on the state or 
the country. 

The old church of St. John's, in 
which they assembled is still standing. 
It is a plain old building, crowning a 
hill not far from Bloody Run, where 
Bacon defeated the Indians, and in 
sight of Powhatan, where the old 
Indian emperor was visited by Cap- 
tain Smith. In front is James' river, 
winding away below the falls -mil 
green islnnds with their dipping 
foliage, and all around Ihe nnclcnt 
church are old tombstones crumbling 
away in the grass. 

Hero the convention assembled, 
and it embraced some of the bravest 
and wisest men In Virginia. The 
president wis Edmund Pendleton, 
who was celebrated for his powers 
ol public speaking and for his resdy 
and vigorous intellect. Thomas Jeff- 
erson aaid of him : "Taken ell in nil. 
he was the ablest man in debatt I 
have ever met with ;" and hia voice 
was so sweet and "silvery" in its 
tones that it was delightful to hear 
him speak. Many other distinguished 
men were present, and among the 
rest Patrick Henry. He was looked 
upon by this time as Ihe leader of the 
revolution in Virginia, and soon 
showed that he deserved the name 
which had been given him— the "Man 
of the People." 

At soon ns the convention took 
their seats, he rose and moved that 
Virginia ' bo immediately put in a 
atntc of defense." This was coming 
to tho heart of the matter in a very 
fow words. He meant that the limo 
for discussion had passed, mid the 
time for action come. If tho Ameri- 
cans intended to submit, then thev 
could go ou offering petitions ; but if 
they meant to fight England, It was 
time to gel ready. 

As had happened to him In the old 
House of Burgesses, his proposition 
met with strong opposition. Thero 
were many good patriots who still 
thought that pence could be made 
with England. They dreaded going 
to war and shedding blood if they 
could avoid it: they, therefore, spoke 
against Henry's resolution, and de- 
clared that it ought not to pass. The 
scene was exciting, and Henry list- 
ened in silence. When they had 
finished, he again rose, and his race 
showed that he wai fully aroused. 
Ills speech surpasrtd all others which 
ho bad ever delivered, and tho whole 
man seemed to be on fire as his voico 
echoed from the old wall, of the 
church. They must fight! he ox- 
clalmed ; there was no longer any 
hopo but In a reliance on God nuil 
their own strong arms. It might bo 
said that thoy were weak and unable 
to oppose England : but God would 
right for them and protect them in 
the great struggle. They must light ! 
and even if they were not willing, 
they would bo obliged to. No choice 
was left them. 

'There la no retreat," he exclaimed, 
but In submission and slavery ! Uur 
chains are forged— their clanking 
may oe heard on the plains of Boston. 
The war is inevitable, and let It come I 
I repeat It, air, let It come I It Is lu 
vain, sir, to oxtenuato the matter. 
Gentlemen may cry "'Peace, peace!" 
but there is no poace. The war is 
actually begun. The next gale (hat 
sweeps from tho North will bring to 
our ears the clash of resounding arms. 
Our brethren are already in the field. 
What it it that gentlemen wish? 
What would they have? I» life so 
dear or peace so sweet as to bo pur- 
chased at tho price of chains ami sla- 
very ? Forbid It, Almighty God I I 
know not what course others may 
take, but at for me, give me liberty, 
or give me death I 

As Patrick Henry uttered these 
words, with both arms rnlsed and 
eyes on fire with excitement, it it 
said that a thrill ran through the 
whole assembly. They wore ready 
to start from their scats and thoi:t 
"To arms?* No further opposition 
was made. The voice of Henry had 
swept it away. His resolutions woro 
passed by s large majority, and Vir- 
ginia thus announced to the world 
that she wai ready to fight. 

All things considered, this speech 
was one of tho greatest ever deliv- 
ered, and Patrick Henry teemed to 
be almost a prophet. It was made 
in the month of March, and in April 
the fighting began. General Gage 
attacked tho people In Massachusetts, 
and ti Virginia had not been to dis- 
tant the sound of his cannon might 
have been bean) upon the wind from 
the North, and tho "clash of resound- 
ing arms" at Lexington and Concord 
This it all I can tay to-day or Pat 
rlrk Henry. He was s remarkable 
man, and suited to the times in whleh 
ho lived. Nothing coold shuke hit 
resolution and his wonderful elo- 
quence astonished the greatest men 
who ll'tened to him. Thomas Jeffor- 
son said or him : 

"It is not eatr to say what we 
would havo done without Patrick 
Ucury. Ho was far boforo us all in 



maintaining the spirit of the Revolu- 
tion. Hit eloquence was peculiar — 
It indeed, it should be called elo- 
quence, for it was impressive and 
sublime beyond what can be imagi- 
ned. After all, it must be allowed 
that he was our leader. Ho left us 
nil far behind." 

Those wore strong words to apply 
to ihe plain country lawyer who had 
Tailed at storekcepiug and nearly 
everything else which he had attempt- 
ed. But they were triie. Patrick 
Henry found at last what hit true 
business In life was, and his name 
is now one of tho greatest in the hist- 
ory of Am irica.

First — Because it is so leopard with 
unchangeable spots, but Is a wily 
snakes and theils it skin ; It was born 
and reared as the apostle of Irecdotn 
ami mercy, but now it has changed 
and become the advocate of slavery, 
halo and sectionalism, and has sad- 
dled upon the backs of the people 
three-fourth more or bonded debt or 
tlaceri/ than the entire valuo ol all of 
Ihe slaves In 1860. 

Second— II loves tho rich and hates 
tho poo.-; it has exempted the rich 
bondholder's pocket-book with all ol 
his bonds rrom luxation, ami placed 
a guard, bristling and frowning with 
marshals bayonets nud baslilcs, lo 
collect toil as tho necessaries of live 
go into the people's mouths, in order 
to pay tho Interest on Ihe untaxed 
bondholder's bonds.

Tho most important Congressional 
caucus of (his session was that of Iho 
Democratic Senators and Representa- 
tives on Tuesday.

In 
whatever locality its seeds have 
sprouted tho plant has grown and 
gathered prominence. To the labor- 
ing man, of whatever political party, 
its sweeping promises to bear the 
ripe fruits of financial relief have 
been as the balm of Gilead lo his 
troubled soul.

To those Democrats who are inclined 
to censure I heir parly for not having 
accomplished more fiunnclal relief 
for tho Buffering people, we can but 
say that ihc Democrats have been iu 
a weak minority in both houses of 
Congress for the past fifteen years 
and all they have becu able to ac- 
complish heretofore has been done 
through sagacity, not through power. 
They have steadily opposed the finan- 
cial legislation thrust on the people by 
the Republican parly. The attention 
of every doubling Thomas is direct- 
ed to tho following facts : 

Tho act creating Greenbacks was 
passed in I8G2. Tho Democrats 
fought bravely to make them receiv- 
able for Customs dues, but the Re- 
publicans defeated the amendment. 
Tho first bonds issued were tho 10- 
40s, payable coin. The Democrats 
endeavored lo make them payable in 
greenbacks, but tho Republicans de- 
feated this desire and havo since re- 
deemed them all in gold. The secoud 
issue of bonds was sixteen millions 
ol 5-203, which tho Democrats, co- 
operating with Thad. Stevens and 
Judge Trumbull, succeeded in having 
roado payable in greenback!. In 
1869 a bill was introduced iu Con- 
gress to pay these 5-20s iu gold. The 
vote stood, Ayes, 138 Republicans, 1 
Democrat, total l'J9; Noes, every 
Democrat in Congress except one, 
(and ho has since been gathered to 
his fathers) and 10 Republicans. The 
bill was passed and by it the Govern- 
ment debt was increased about six 
hundred millions of dollars. During 
lhi9 same session a bill was intro- 
duced taxing government bonds the 
snmc as other property ; 131 Repub- 
licans voted .vo. Tho entire Democrat- 
ic strength voted tes. The Nation- 
al Bank act was passed by 90 Republi- 
cans and 5 Democrats voting ayk ; 
54 Dei. icrals and 31- Republicans 
voting no. In 1870 the bill funding 
the entiro bonded debt in coin was 
passed by a vole .of 139 Republicans 
voting fitj 51 Democrats aud 2 Re- 
publicans voting no. 

Iu Juno 1870, Mr. Randall, Demo- 
crat from Pennsylvania, introduced 
a bill to issue $300,000,000 of green- 
backs and retire a like amount of 
National Bank notes. This was de- 
feated by tho Republicans in tho 
Senate. In the same year Mr. Mor- 
gan, of Ohio, introduced a bill to 
issue $400,000,000 legal tender green- 
backs. This was defeated by the Ro- 
publicau Senate. In 1873 tho infa- 
mous resumption act was passed by 
this vole, ayes, 168 Republicans; 
noes, every Democrat in Congress. 
In 1876, the Democrat* for the first 
•imo having a majority in the House, 
repealed ihe resumption net, but the 
Republican Senate did not concur. 

Now if sensible men will read and 
reflect ou this record of the Demo- 
cratic parly how fcau they leave it to 
tnko eidos with tho greenback party 
which at best can effect nothing iu 
legislation for nmny years to come?

Judge Asa Packer, Picsidcnt of llio 
Lclii<;li Valley Usilroad Company 
and louiulcr of Itio Lehigh Vnivcisi- 
Iv. died lit Philadelphia Saturday. 
Slay 27. He was born in New Lon- 
don countv, Conn., December 29, 
1805, nnd 'at the age of seventeen, 
with no Inheritance savo a sound 
irnmo, an earnest purpose, and ster- 
ling character, set out lo moke his 
•way in the world. He journeyed on 
loot lo Susquehanna county, Pa., 
where he apprenticed himself to a 
rarpcnler. When master oflils trade 
lie married, and spent a number of 
years farming a piece of land owned 
by his wile's father. Tiring of thai 
occupation, the younz couple re- 
moved lo Mauch Chunk, where Mr. 
Packer took command of a canal boat, 
nnd engaged in the business of trans- 
porting coal. In a couple ol years 
ho was able to build himself a boat 
nnd enter into a profitable partner- 
ship with his brother. In 1810-43, 
lie and his brother were building 
1 oats al I'ollsvlllc to carry coals »o 
Now York bv the Schuylkill naviga- 
tion system. ' Later, Mr. Packer took 
up the double enterprise of mining 
:iv well as transporting coal. 

In 1852 lie began the gigantic un- 
dertaking of building the Lehigh 
Valley Kailroad, which was finished 
in 1855, nnd, Willi its branches, 
opened up the cnt.ro anthracite re- 
gion of Pennsylvania. As Mr. Pack- 
er had foreseen, the railway at once 
i;avo an enormous impetus lo Ihe 
coal mining business, and developed 
other Interests and Industries pro- 
portionally, adding greatly lo the 
prosperity and wealth of the Slate. 

While carrying on thc»c vast mate- 
rial undertakings Mr. Packer found 
time to carry on constantly the stud- 
ies which ho began in Ihe evening* 
while learning his trade, and lo ren- 
der nxccllont service lo his Slate nnd 
the nation in judicial and legislative 
capacity. His judicial capacity was 
acquired by service as county judge. 
In 1841 he was elected to Ihe State 
Legislature, and in 1852 was sent to 
Congress, where lie served two lernis. 

In his business enveer Mr. Packer 
nrqnircd great wealth and used it 
most creditably. He gave munifi- 
cently and steadily to charilablc, re- 
ligious, and educational objects, 
crowning his life-work by the cstab- 
li-limcnt and liboral endowment of 
the Lehigh University, an Institution 
designed wilh apodal relercnco to 
the needs of young men preparing to 
undertake tho great >uiuing, manu- 
lacluring, and oilier material inter- 
ests of the country. In its course of 
studies the chief places aro assigned 
to civil, mining, and mechanical en- 
gineering and other departments of 
practical a"d bttfuitrsj science. To 
the endowment of this institution 
Mr. l'nckcr gave in all upwards of 
$2,000,000. 

Mr. Packer's personal life was 
marked by exceptional gentleness, 
hindncss, simplicity, and sincerity. 
He made many friends and retained 
them lo Ihe cud. His entire career 
exemplified not only the highest type 
of success in personal nnd practical 
n IVa i i s, but paid the highest tribute to 
the institutions under which he lived, 
which made it possible for one, wilh- 
•U> wealth or family Influence lo lie- 
sin with, to gain great wealth by 
honorable means, to benefit bis age 
nnd country, and to leave behind I: im 
monuments that must mnko his life 
(.'validly productive through uuiiy 
gcuorttions. 

Some years ago, at a meeting of 
eminent Peimsylvauinits, Colonel J. 
W. Forney pronounced an eloquent 
tribute to Mr. Packer's life and char 
ncter, worthy of recalling at this time. 
In il he said : 

"Here is a character for youth and 
manhood to study. Here is a lesson 
to the one to move ou in tho path of 
improvement, nnd a stimulant to Hie 
other never to despair in tho darkest 
hour of disaster aud misfortune. We 
pick out Asa Packer as tho miner 
picks out n pieco of coal to snow Ihe 
value of the precious deposit from 
which il is taken ; wo pick him out to 
show wliat can be won by v«" a »nl 
honesty, industry, and kindness to. 
men ; by conrnge in Ihe midst of bad 
luck, by confidence in the midst of 
gloomy prophecy, bv modestv In 
]irosperlty, nnd by princely goncros- 
ity when fortune comes with both 
hands full to realize a just ambition. 
Mr. Packer's wholo career exempli- 
fies the truth that In the United 
States there is no distinction to which 
any young man may not attain. When 
ho set out from Mystic, Conn., to 
make the journey lo Pennsylvania on 
foot it is not probable that Ins entire 
worldlv possessions amounted to *20. 
These possions aro estimated at $20,- 
000,000, all of which has been accu- 
mulated, bo far as known, without 
wronging n single individual."
